Senator H ill offered 
yesterday an am endm ent w hich is in­ 
tended to protect the rights of the New 
York bankers or any others who may 
wish to test the constitutionality of 
the law. 
This is taken as an indica­ 
tion th a t the New York senator has 
about decided to give up active opposi­ 
tion to the appropriation, and th a t he 
and his New York allies w ill rely on 
th e ir case in court. 
Senator Quay of 
Pennsylvania, however, is proceeding 
on different lines and is as determ ined 
as ever in his opposition to the measure. 
H e has th ree ideas on th e subject One 
of these is sim ply to repeal the income 
tax. 
A nother is to strike out the ap­ 
propriation and insert in its place a 
new woolen schedule of the tariff law. 
Still another scheme, w hich is in the 
shape of a form al am endm ent before 
thd senate, is to strike out th e appro­ 
priation entirely and to insert the Mc­ 
K inley bill verbatim . 
The senator is 
expected to filibuster if he can gain his 
p o in t in no other way. 
He is now pre­ 
preparing a lengthy speech.

versant w ith th e tacts th a t a new 
m easure having executive approval 
w ill be introduced in the house in 
about tw o weeks. 
This length of 
tim e will be allow ed to elapse, in order 
th a t the confusion and excitem ent 
attending the struggle over the first 
bill m ay be allayed and a new sta rt 
made under more favorable conditions, j 
I t is probable th a t Mr. Springer will 
n ot direct th e course of the new meas­ 
ure, as the desire w ill be to urge it 
along new lines and w ith new leaders, 
w ith a view to separating it as far as 
possible from any loss of position a t­ 
taching to th e old measure.

Mr. Blanchard (dem., La.) asked Tor 
a yea and nay vote on th e am endm ent 
by the com m ittee regarding the re­ 
coinage of silver coins, Mr. B lanchard 
saying the paragraph as passed by the 
house perm itted the coinage of the 
uncurrent silver dollars, w hereas the 
am endm ent of th e senate com m ittee 
prevented th eir recoinage. 
The vote 
resulted—yeas, IO; nays, 3; th e nega­ 
tive vote including Messrs. B lanchard, 
K yle and Peffer. 
The appropriation of $25,000 for the 
enforcem ent of th e Chinese exclusion 
a c t caused some discussion and was 
finally agreed to. 
The rem aining com m ittee am end­ 
m ents were agreed to w ithout division. 
Mr. H ill (dem., N. Y.) offered an i 
am endm ent th a t nothing shall p re­ 
clude any court of the U nited States 
having jurisdiction of the parties from 
considering and determ ining as to th e 
constitntionality of th e income tax 
law , w henever by any 
proceeding 
w hich shall have been commenced or 
be pending in such courts such ques­ 
tion shall be presented. 
Mr. 
Quay 
briefly 
advocated the 
am endm ent. 
Mr. H ill asserted th a t there was a 
well founded judgm ent on th e p art of 
the hest legal ta le n t th a t the law is un­ 
constitutional, w holly or partly, and 
the best law yers had advised th eir 
clients th a t th e law w as to be resisted. 
Mr. Quay gave notice of the three 
following am endm ents w hich he in- 
. tended to offer to th e urgency d e­ 
ficiency bill—viz.: 
To insert a pro­ 
vision repealing the income tax law, 
to insert th e entire M cKinley tariff 
act, and to insert th e wool tax. 
The urgency -deficiency bill was then 
laid aside and th e N icaragua canal 
bill was taken up. 
Mr. Callery (dem., 
La.) declared th a t w hile favoring the 
construction he was opposed to th e 
means proposed in the bill for effect­ 
ing this purpose. 
Ile doubted the con­ 
stitutionality of th e m easure, and as­ 
serted the U nited States had no au­ 
thority to delegate the pow er to regu­ 
late commerce to the m aritim e canal 
commission. 
W ithout com pleting his 
rem arks Mr. Caffery yielded to a mo­ 
tion to proceed w ith executive busi­ 
ness, and a t 5 o’clock the senate w ent 
into executive session and a t 5:25 ad­ 
journed.

A fter urging efficiency and 
economy in the public institutions of 
the state his excellency arrives a t the 
subject of prisons, e x p resses satisfac­ 
tion w ith the way they are conducted 
in Illinois and then takes up the ques­ 
tion of pardons, concerning which he 
says: 
“ My attention has been repeatedly 
called to cases w here boys not yet 20 
years old were sentenced to the peni­ 
tentiary for flfteon years, w hile scores 
of hardened and very dangerous crim i­ 
nals were sentenced for tw o or three 
years for the same offense, and were 
then turned loose upon society. 
At 
present all are turned out of prison 
w ithout reference to th eir ability to 
m aintain themselves. 
W ould A bolish 
C apital P un ish m ent. 
“ The 
entire 
system 
should be 
changed. 
“ D uring the past tw o years seven 
men have been hanged in this state, 
and I have commuted the death penal­ 
ty to im prisonm ent for life in tw o 
other cases. 
I respectfully subm it for 
your consideration the question as to 
w hether the death penalty does any 
substantial good, w hether we are any 
b etter off than they are in those states 
w here they long ago abolished it, 
w hether it is not barbarous and de­ 
grading in its effects, and w hether it 
would not be better to have a more 
rational system 
of 
m anaging 
our 
prisons and then abolish capital pun­ 
ishm ent entirely.*’ 


W ants Civil Service. 
The governor suggests the enact­ 
m ent of civil-service laws to relieve 
the executive officials from the pres­ 
sure to provide the num erous appli­ 
cants w ith offices. 
These applicants, 
he says, have during the last tw o 
years been enough to try the patience 
of Job and take up too much of the of­ 
ficials’ valuable time. 
“ Every executive officer or head of 
departm ent should, subject to some 
general rules, have the power of dis­ 
charging any employe when, in his 
judgem ent, it is best for the service, 
but w hen he does so the place should 
be filled by taking the first from a list 
of nam es selected on the ground of 
m erit by an exam ining board. 
We 
m ust strike a mean betw een the reten ­ 
tion of incom petents and the distribu­ 
tion of spoils.” 
About Chicago J u stice. 
T aking up the subject of the courts 
of Chicago, his excellency says condi­ 
tions am ouut alm ost to an absolute 
denial of justice and are such th a t I li­ 
gation is luxury in w hich poor people 
and busy men can not indulge. 
Liti­ 
gants are worn out and th e cause of 
action useless before ttie courts get 
done w ith it. 
This, 
he 
says, 
is 
not 
th e 
fault 
of 
the 
judges, 
of whom there are in Cook county 
tw enty-eight, 
six 
less 
than 
sit 
in all G reat B ritain, but the fau lt of a 
pernicious 
system. 
England, from 
w hich this country borrow ed its sys­ 
tem, of jurisprudence, a t once dis­ 
posed of m ost cases. 
This country 
clings to the faults of the old system — 
England long ago brushed them aside. 
T herefore this country in the adm inis­ 
tratio n of justice is three fourths of a 
century behind the times. 
R egarding 
the justice courts, he says: 
“ I m ust again call attention to th e 
conditions surrounding the police and 
justice courts of Chicago. 
They are a 
disgrace, and we w ill not rise to the 
dem ands of the occasion if we do not 
devise some rem edy for these evils. 
I 
also again call attention to the subject 
of perm itting any officer connected 
w ith the adm inistration of justice to 


k e e l) fe e s ” 
The abolishm ent of the state board

A**e*sm eitt o f N ew spapers. 
A com plaint is made because only 
the tangible property of newspapers 
is subject to taxation. 
On this subject he says: 
“ Many cor 
porations which have not much tang! 
hie property, but do have a large bus! 
ness good w ill th a t would sell for cash 
in the m arket, and which make cnor 
mons profits, practically escape taxa 
tion. 
If 
their capital stock were 
assessed its m arket value would have to 
be considered and th a t would be par­ 
tially determ ined by the dividends. For 
exam ple, one of the oldest daily m orn­ 
ing papers of Chicago has for very 
m any years annually earned net profits 
am ounting to 
upw ard of 
$250,000, 
which would be large dividends on be­ 
tw een $3,000,000 and $4,000,000. 
“ During last sum m er th e ow ners of 
this paper refused to accept a cash 
offer of $3,000,000 for th a t property, 
thus 
show ing 
th a t 
they 
valued 
it a t a still 
higher figure. 
Yet 
the com pany which owns this paper 
pays taxes on an assessm ent of only 
$18,000. 
The publishers of this great 
paper assum e the right, alm ost, to dic­ 
tate to the com m unity upon every 
public question. 
They assume the 
rig h t to denounce whomsoever they 
please. 
They are in a sense above and

I n dia na po lis,Ind.,Jan. ll .—When th e 
fifty-ninth sesaion of the Indiana legis­ 
latu re was organized yesterday it w as 
the first in tw enty-tw o years in w hich 
the republicans could claim a m ajority 
in both branches.

Postmaster Wilson opened the end 
of a long official lot king envelope the 
ether cay and ran bis eye over the con­ 
tents; for the envelope did contain a 
circular letter from the assistant post­ 
master general. 
“ Hum!” said the postmaster reflect­ 
ively “ I guess that won t cause much 
trouble.” 
He could ere himself, every time he 
looked at the circular, standing in 
front of the post office while the 
youth and beauty and solid substan­ 
tiality of the town filed through the 
doors and lined up in front of the car­ 
riers’ windows. 
He could see himself 
explaining why the windows didn t 
open and he could see him self hearing 
what would be said. 
That's why he 
thought it wouldn’t be much trouble. 
for the order was one that if strictly 
enforced would put an end to the de­ 
livery of mail from the carriers’ win­ 
dows, as it 
provided that the mail 
carriers were not to be allowed to 
handle any mail other than 
that 
which is to be 
delivered on their 
routes. 
The order bas been in exist­ 
ence for some time but it has always 
been considered a dead letter until 
now. 
The orders as received are as 
follows: 
First—Carriers are strictly prohib­ 
ited from reporting prior to the sched­ 
ule time, either for morning arrival or 
for the beginning of any subsequent 
trip during the day. 


Mugt Do a Few More Things. 
Second—Carriers must not remain 
at their desks or in the working room 
of the office during any interval or 
“sw ing’’ between trips, or during the 
dinner interval; nor must they remain 
In the post office after reporting from 
the last trip of the day. 
Third—Carriers must 
record 
the 
exact time consumed by 
them each 
day, sppcifving the beginning and 
closing of each trip and the time spent 
in routing mail and looking up and 
m arling undelivered matter. 
Only 
the actual time employed is to be 
recorded, 
but all service rendered 
must, ba recorded. 
Fourtn—barriers w ill continue to 
make their daily trip reports, making 
their entries at the beginning and 
ending of each trip. 
The practice of 
filling out the entire report at the close 
of the day, muRt be discontinued and 
any carrier found 
continuing such 
pr»cf?ce will be promptly removed. 
Fifth— Under 
no 
circumstance*

It w ill be equally contrary 
to this order for any carrier whose 
route requires less than eight hours lo 
to expend the actual working time 
thereon or attempt to record unnec­ 
essary time in order to have his trip 
reports snow eight or approximately 
eight hour’s work per day. 


Can Do No Clerical Work. 
Sixth—Whei*e collections are made 
prior to the morning report, the first 
entry to the left on the trip report 
must cover the time so expended and 
be accompanied by this note: “ Includ­ 
ing collection.” 
Seventh—The perfarmance of cleri­ 
cal work by carriers is absolutely pro­ 
hibited 
Their work must be con­ 
fined to the collection and delivered of 
mail; the routing of their mail for de­ 
livery; the marking up or “ logging” 
of undelivered matter; and the facing 
u p o fm a ilb y collections upon their 
return to the office. 
All other work, 
except the duty at the delivery win­ 
dows on Sundays must bediscrntinued 
by carriers. 
All other work is clerical 
and must be perfoimed by clerks 
alone.

Change From the County to the Mixed 
System of Caring for

Shall church property be taxed? 
Shall we change from the county to 
the mixed system of caring for the 
poor? 
These questions made the second 
day of the Milton Junction farm ers 
convention a lively one. 
One note 
dropped 
into

box” 
read: 
As the pope of Rome is an alien and not en­ 
titled to hold property in the United States ex­ 
empt from (taxation and as archbishops are 
his special agents and in their own name hold 
millions of dollars worth of property exempt 
from tax; would it not be well to examine the 
records tnd see to whom the Roman Cathole 
church in the United States 
really belongs. 
If 
It 
really 
belongs 
to 
dif­ 
ferent, congregations and 
Institutions 
why 
hold it rn the title of a bishop. If it is the per­ 
sonal property of the bishop why not tax it like 
property of other clergy? If the bishop is run 
ning a Dunking house for the pope, why not con­ 
form to statute provisions and at least give some 
assurance that he has not a duplicate charter 
from his grace. 
The taxation of church property 
w as discussed by Rev. E. M. Dunn. 
Mr. Dunn opposed the idea of taxa­ 
tion. 
It was making men pay for do­ 
ing good. 
Churches were not a source 
of revenue, were not business enter­ 
prise* ; and there was even less justice 
in taxing them than in taxing the 
public tCQOols. 
All church property 
b inging in revenue should be taxed— 
ft r example there should be a tax on 
a portion of the Court Street church 
p r o p e r ty in Janesville, and a tax on 
th e immense business property 
of 
Trinity church, New York. 
L. T. 
Rogers of Milton Junction, w anted all 
church property taxed, and so did S. 
C. Carr, who declared th a t no good 
came from such monstrous, costly and 
ornate chnrches as were seen in the 
old country and were being built 
here. The proposition to tax churches 
was put to vote but it was decided to 
lay ic on the table.

A. C. Powers stood before the con­ 
vention w ith a declaration th at the 
county system of caring for the poor 
should be changed to the mixed sys­ 
tem . 
The cities made the paupers by 
their saloons, he said, while the towns 
paid the taxes to 
support 
them. 
Each town cared for his own poor un­ 
til 1856 when the county undertook 
the entire burden, the cities contribut­ 
ing to the poor fund all license money. 
This was done for tw enty years then 
the cities diverted the license money 
and the county boards took step:* 
toward a return to the old system, 
As a compromise Assemblyman Win 
ans had a law passed setting aside $50 
of each license to the poor fund and 
everything had been peaceful until 
first Edgerton and then all the cities 
refused to make further payments 
The question has been placed in the 
hands of a committee of six from the 
county board, Mr. Powers said and 
report would be 
made next week. 
Many towns had paid taxes into the 
poor fund year after year and had 
never reeeived any benefit. Under the 
mixed system, which he recommended, 
the township poor would be taken 
care of in each town, only the cases 
th a t do not belong to any town being 
cared for by the county. Towns could 
provide relief a t home or could send

to 
the 
asylum 
at 
$1.50 
or

a 
week. 
Twenty-six counties under the county 
system, twenty-six under the township 
system and sixteen under the mixed 
system was the condition in Wisconsin 
a t last reports. 
P. Mar quart, of Milton, opposed the 
idea of a change. 
It was a step back 
w ard. 
The county had a splendid 
equipm ent, and could take care of the 
poor cheaper per capita than could 
separate towns. 
The hum ane side of 
the question should be considered, and 
also the fact th at the saviDg to any 
one town would be very slight. 
The 
superintendent m ust still be retained, 
and the buildings kept up,all this com­ 
ing out of the general county tax.

When he first held court 
in Boston, he asked tile United States 
marshal to provide him w ith a car­ 
riage to transport him from his hotel 
to the court and back to the hotel 
after tne day’s session. 
The m arshal 
was 
commendably 
prompt 
and 
cheerful 
in 
complying w ith 
the 
wishes of the distinguished jurist. 
From Boston Judge Gray w ent ,to 
Providence to hold court. 
He asked 
the United States m arshal there to 
provide him with a carriage to carry 
him back and forth. 
The m arshal 
said he could not do so w ithout pay­ 
ing for the vehicle out of his own 
pocket. 
“But the m arshal at Boston fur­ 
nished me w ith a carriage, and had 
no trouble w ith his accounts,” said 
Judge Gray. 
“ I don’t see how he did it,” pro­ 
tested the Providence marshal. 
“I 
know if I tried it th at item in my ac­ 
counts would be disallowed.” 
“Very w ell,” said Judge Gray.

carriage,” and he paid it himself, and 
the incident closed so far as he was 
concerned.
